Acts 2:1. ““And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.’ Acts 2:4. 
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The Kingdom of Christ 


From a study of the Scripture it 1s 
evident that God has been endeavoring to 
set up a kingdom on earth over which 
. He can rule without interruption from 
any evil power. Satan has been equally 
determined that God’s plan shall not be 
realized. This conflict has raged furiously 
since the creation of man down to the 
present day. Often it has seemed that 
the forces of God were doomed to de- 
feat but God’s people have always been 
victorious. The war has been especially 
marked by rebellion and bloodshed.

(We 
are the “ruling class,” the Royalty of 
heaven.) Jesus said, “And he that over- 
cometh, and keepeth my works unto the 
end, to him will I give power over the 
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nations: And he shall rule them with a 
rod of iron,” Rev. 2:26, 27. This prom- 
ise is to those children of God who for- 
sake the world for Jesus and are faithful 
even unto death. 

Another interesting scripture in con- 
nection with this thought is Rev. 5:8- 
10, “And when he had taken the book, 
the four beasts and four and twenty el- 
ders fell down before the Lamb, having 
every one of them harps, and golden 
vials full of odours, which are the prayers 
of saints, And they sung a new song, say- 
ing, Thou art worthy to take the book, 
and to open the seals thereof: for thou 
wast slain, and hast redeemed us to God 
by thy blood out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation; And hast 
made us unto our God kings and priests: 
and we shall reign on the earth.” 

Some would have it that this refers to 
angels or other heavenly beings, but we 
notice the ones who were singing said, 
“And hast redeemed us by thy blood.” 
Whom but the children of God are re- 
deemed? Another significant fact is they 
also said, “Every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and nation.” Surely no honest 
heart and mind can overlook these facts. 
Surely this refers to the overcoming chil- 
dren of God as they were from the earth. 

After considering the promise of a 
crown and of ruling with Christ, is it 
any wonder that many are willing to for- 
sake all to follow Christ?

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Servants or Rulers, “Which?

Text: “I am among you as he that 
serveth,” Luke 22:27. 


These words spake Jesus unto His dis- 
ciples when He saw that there was strife 
among them. They were striving for pre- 
eminence, but Jesus, the pre-eminent one, 
is teaching them that they should take 
the place of a servant instead of a ruler. 
There are three things by which the 
world is disturbed. The first is ‘‘a servant 
when he reigneth,” Prov. 30:22. We are 
living in an age when no one wants to be 
a servant but all want to be rulers. Is 
not this the spirit of the Antichrist? 
There are three great parties in the world 
that are worthy of our consideration. 
The first is the “Communist” with Stalin 
of Russia as its head. The second is the 
“Fascist” with Mussolini of Italy as its 
head. Last, but not least, we have the 
“Christian Party” with Jesus as its Head. 
Thank God, this is a party all to itself in 
the world, but not of the world. John 
17314. 


Let us note that the first two parties 
are possessing a spirit to destroy men’s 
lives. Both are trying to crush one an- 
other because of dictatorial power. But 
it is not time for Jesus and His party 
to show this power, we are to show the 
spirit of a servant. In Luke 9:51-56 we 
see Jesus with His face set to go to Je- 
rusalem and He sent messengers before 
Him and they went and entered into a 
village of the Samaritans co make ready 
for Him. Because they did not receiv2 
Jesus the disciples wanted to command 
fire to come down out of heaven and 
destroy them and Jesus rebuked them and 
said, ““Ye know not what manner of spirit 
ye are of.” Let us as saints take warning. 

In last August’s issue of the Defender 
Magazine 1 read this item of interest. 
Said Rev. Joseph Vance of Detroit, Mich., 
in addressing the fifty-sixth annual con- 
vention of the Iowa Presbyterian Synod: 
“We are not ready yet to scrap Capital- 
ism for Dictatorship. You will have to 
walk over the bodies of 3,000,000 Pres- 
byterians in this country to set up a dic- 
tatorship.” To my way of thinking this 
is a sad statement for a minister of the 
gospel to make, although I honor him 
for his patriotism. But if we are going 
to die for a cause, let it be for the cause 
of Christ and His gospel. Mark 8:35. 


In John 18:36 we see Jesus standing 
before Pilate saying, “My kingdom is not 
of this world: if my kingdom were of 
this world, then would my servants fight, 
that I should not be delivered to the 


Jews: but now is my kingdom not from 


hence.” In Heb. 12:28 Paul tells us that 
we have a kingdom which cannot be 
moved, and that we are to serve God 
acceptably with reverence and godly fear. 
Regardless of world conditions, we are to 
be servants. A Christian life is a life of 
service for our Lord Jesus Christ. It’s 
nor going to be long until the true 
Church will be manifested. Let us as 
saints keep in mind that the true Churca 
is subject to Christ, Eph. 5:24, and I am 
sure that Christ as Head of the Church 
wili not lead us into Communism, Fa»- 
cism, or any other kind of isms. Buz 
there are millions of professed Christians 
in the world today that wiil sooner or 
later take sides with these two world par- 
ties. I believe that the conflict of these 
two world parties wili help crush out the 
true Christians. Jesus Christ came to this 
world the first time to live among His 
disciples as one that serveth. He gave to 
this world the greatest example of servi- 
tude, In Isa. 53 we have a picture of the 
world’s Savior. Then in Phil. 2:7 we read, 
“But made himself of no reputation, (the 
margin reads “emptied himself”) and 
took upon him’ the form of a servant.” 
Oh what humiliation! 


I feel that many of us need to get a 
new vision of Calvary. Let us live near 
the cross where we wiil always feel small 
in our sight. In Matt. 23:11 Jesus said to 
His disciples, “But he that is greatest 
among you shall be your servant.” Let 
us now turn to John 13:13-17. We see 
here that Jesus became a menial servant, 
one lowest in order. He stooped so low 
as to wash His disciples’ feet, not because 
their feet were dirty, although they could 
have been, not because of the Jew- 
ish custom, Luke 7:44, but the main 
purpose of this act was to show His 
disciples that He was among them as one 
that serveth and to give us an example 
of what a menial servant will do. Are 
we willing to follow this example? “If 
you know these things happy are ye 
if ye do them.” We ministers ought to 
take a lesson from this great act. Even 
though we are under-shepherds, we are 
not to be lords over God’s heritage, but 
be ensamples to the flock. 1 Peter 5:3. In 
Christ there is neither bond nor free. Gal. 
2:28. We are obligated to Him as a serv- 
ant. Webster says servant differs from a 
slave as the servant’s subjection to a mas- 
ter is voluntary, the slave’s is not. I am 
glad that God’s love shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost, will make 
servants out of us. 


In my early ministry I was quick to 
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fall out with people because they would 
not do as I was doing, and the first thing 
I knew I was preaching ro them in a 
wrong attitude. But I have found out 
that I can’t drive people and make them 
do. I believe it is my duty as a minister 
to follow the example Jesus left me. Je- 
sus never did get everybody to follow 
His example, neither wiil we ministers. 
The love of God, I believe, is the com- 
pelling motive in a Christian’s life. Lord 
help us to live, love and then we will do. 
Remember the text, “I am among you as 
he that serveth.” Because of the Lord’s 
great humiliation, Phil. 2:8-11, God 
hath highly exalted Him and given Him a 
name which is above every name: that 
at the name of Jesus every knee shouid 
bow, of things in heaven and things in 
earth and things under earth, and that 
every tongue should confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord to the glory of God the 
Father. Thank God, even world dictators 
will have to confess and give way to Je- 
sus 


In Heb. 9:28, “And unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation.” He’s 
coming back to earth without the bur- 
den of sin, not to be mocked, beaten, 
spit upon, crowned with thorns, nailed 
to the cross, nor even to wash the disci- 
ples’ feet, but He’s coming to reign on 
thousand years with His saints on the 
earth. The world hates us now and tells 
us to go to a place that is not even pre- 
pared for us, Matt. 25:41, but after a 
while God’s program will change. We 
will no longer be servants, but kings and 
priests unto our God. While we are here 
on earth now, may our attitude toward 
Christ and one another be always that of 
a servant. In conclusion read Luke 17:10. 
I trust that this article will prove a 
blessing to all. Amen.

Rom, 12:2, “And be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye transformed by the 
renewing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and acceptab!, 
and perfect, will of God.” 


Many ten thousands of church mem- 
bers and professed Christians have missed 
the mark, failed God, and gone down in 
defeat because they came to worship be- 
fore God in the wrong way and with the 
wrong spirit. Cain, Baalim, Achan, and 
Saul have plenty of company. There are 
many things in the world that may be 
accomplished in more than one way, but 
not so with salvation and the Christian 
life. There is just one way and manner 
of living. There is “one Lord, one faith, 
one baptism.” 


1. Jesus said, “I am the way.” And so 
the apostles preached that there is no 
salvation but in the name of Jesus. That 
means that Jesus paid the purchase price 
for the souls of all men, when He died 
on the cross. No man can approach God 
but through the sacrifice of Jesus. There 
is no remission of sins and obtaining God’s 
favor but by the shedding of Jesus’ blood. 
And the acknowledgment of Jesus, the 
great Mediator, is ever the only ground 
for recognition and acceptance in God’s 
sight. Any who come another way, Je- 
sus calls “a thief and a robber.” 

2. The service which God accepts is 2 
willing service. “If ye be willing and 
obedient, ye shall eat the good: of the 
land,” Isa. 1:19. And that is more than 
to merely consent to the will of God; it 
is to prefer it and with the whole heart 
accept it gladly. “Delight thyself also in 
the Lord and he shall give thee the de- 
sires of thine heart” (Psa. 37:4) is the 
way the Psalmist describes it. To ail 
whole-hearted worshippers of God there 
is real pleasure and positive delight. If 
God’s service is to you a dry, dead drag, 
that is a bad sign. It is true there are 
trials, crosses, and sacrifices to be made 
in every Christian’s life, bur the joy of 
the Lord outweighs them all. 

3. The service which God accepts is a 
service of love. “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy mind,” 
Matt, 22:36, 37. This is of so great im- 
portance that Jesus calls it the “great 
commandment.” Paul said, “The love of 
Christ constraineth me.” What a force is 
“the love of Christ” in any life, and that 


love of God which “is shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given 
unto us,” how great it is. All who are 
filled with the Holy Ghost have this 
love. Rom. 5:5. Some one has preached 
and written on the “love life of the 
Lord.” That is the life which pleases 
God. It means that we preach, sing, wit- 
ness, give of our means, serve faith- 
fully in every capacity, because of our 
love for Him, love for His cause, and 
love for the souls whom He, out of love, 
died to save. 

4. The acceptable life is the life of 
trust, trust in God. “Commit thy way 
unto the Lord; trust also in him, and he 
shall bring it to pass.” Psa. 37:5. God is 
ever pleased to have His people depend 
upon Him. His promises for grace, help, 
and support are extended to all, and 
cover every need, every circumstance of 
life. “But my God shall supply all your 
need according to his riches in glory by 
Christ Jesus,” Phil. 4:19. The more we 
trust Him, and depend upon His prom- 
ises and gracious provisions, the more He 
is pleased with us. 

§. God is pleased with and accepts 
those who live the victorious life. While 
it is true that Satan and the world are 
too much for us, yet it is gloriously true 
that the Lord has made it possible for 
every one to overcome every enemy. In 
fact, He has literally put into our hands 
all- the means necessary for obtaining and 
living the victorious life to the end, and 
nothing short of this is pleasing and ac- 
ceptable to Him.

Reasons for a Revival 


Too little is thought and said about re- 
vivals. Nothing is more essential to our 
progress. Without them the church is a 
dead, formal thing, with no ability to 
carry its work to a successful and giori- 
ous conclusion. 

1. It is the revival spirit that keeps 
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the church alive, and its home fires 
burning. Nothing can properly function 
when the life of the congregation is at 
a low ebb. Finances and everything els: 
drag. A church on fire finds it easier to 
meet its every obligations and to perform 
its every ministry among men. A dead 
church is more likely to get into a rut, 
every thing pull hard, with conditions 
that often breed division or confusion. 
Lord, revive us. 


2. It is the revived church that has 
the home missionary spirit, a desire to 
see the lost brought in, a desire to 
reach the dark corners and get hold of 
the masses of unchurched and unsaved. 
In every direction are thousands who 
are not being reached. Their numbers are 
constantly on the increase. There are 
many villages, towns, and cities where a 
real soul-winner might have unlimited 
territory to work and bring souls to Je- 
sus provided he has faith in God for the 
task and is prepared to endure hardship. 


3. The revival we need will bring an 
awakening among us to the needs of the 
foreign fields. A missionary program 
which could not be put over at all by a 
cold, lifeless church, is easily and hap- 
pily carried out after the revival. The 
revival may produce new workers, a 
greater spirit of giving, and perhaps, 
above all, a deepened interest in foreign 
missions, which will give expression in 
earnest, heart prayer for the lost in all 
heathen lands. How great is the need of 
prayer. You can pray for all fields. Will 
you enlist now in this blessed ministry? 
A young Christian said to a missionary, 
“Brother, we are praying for you and we 
hope to do something more substantial 
to help you.” The missionary replied, 
“You can’t do any thing more substaa- 
tial than to pray for us.” 

4. The pastors, evangelists and all lead- 
ers among us should lead the way in seek- 
ing for and bringing about a revival. As 
a matter of fact, the laity will not get 
revived ahead of the ministry. Personally, 
it is to the interest of every worker to 
see a real revival. That is, if he or she is 
a true follower and worshipper of the 
Lord and has His interests at heart. That 
is our business. There is no order or busi- 
ness so important. Every program of the 
church depends on this. We must have a 
revival. We must keep revived. 

5. Any exhortation to a revival would 
perhaps be incomplete, if the means for 
producing the revival were not empha- 
sized. Revival comes by prayer, humility 
and confession. 

“If my people, which are called by my 
name, shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear from heav- 
en, and will forgive their sin, and heal 
their land,” 2 Chron. 7:14.

Do this as 
soon as possible and send this to your 
state tent treasurer.

work be combined and one man be ap- 
pointed to act as superintendent of both. 
The ways and means committee was ap- 
pointed to consider and to formulate 
plans for his support. The committee’s 
report was read and accepted as follows:

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Brother Paulk, Brother Looney and 
Brother W. D. Childers were empowered 
to make arrangements to have the con- 
vention in the Textile Hall. 

In order to support a full-time state 
Sunday School and Y. P. E. superintend- 
ent, each Sunday School is required to 
pay one cent per member per month on 
the basis of average attendance to the 
state S$, S. superintendent. All offerings 
received by the Y. P. E’s are to be tithed 
and same be sent to state Y. P. E. sup- 
erintendent. A freewill offering is to be 
taken for the superintendent when he 
visits churches. The superintendent is to 
report to the state overseer by the 15th 
of each month of all that have reported. 
Those who have not reported will be con- 
sidered ineligible for office. Each Sun- 
day School is to pay 25c for each 12 re- 
port cards. Each Y. P. E. is to pay 25¢ 
for each 12 report cards. A district Sun- 
day School and Y. P. E. rally is to be 
he'd every quarter, the state superintend- 
ent co-operating with the district sup- 
erintendent in setting the date. Each pas- 
tor appoint someone in his church to 
see that at least one roll of the Lighted 
Pathways is sold in each church every 
month, 

The state mission treasurer is to send in 
a report to the state overseer by the 15th 
of each month of the churches and the 
amount of mission money sent in. 

Note: If you receive a card from the 
state overseer or state mission treasurer 
stating that the mission money from your 
church has not been received, the card 
is not intended to be a dun but is in- 
tended to be a friendly reminder. 

Note: The state mission treasurer has 
self-addressed envelopes. If you need any, 
let him know. He will be glad to supply 
you free of charge. 

The aged ministers’ fund is to be raised 
by january 1, 1938. 

Note: Please drop the state overscer a 
card when this is sent to Headquarters. 

The Evangel drive is to be completed 
by March 1, 1938. We are to work for a 
20 per cent increase in subscriptions. 

Mission drive is to be completed by 
May 1, 1938, or at the state convention. 

Now, beloved ones, let me appeal to 
you as God-loving and loyal ministers 
and churches, let us work together for 
the greatest year South Carolina has ever 
had. What do I hear you say? Methink I 
hear you say, “Oh yes, Brother Beaube, 
we are still in the battle, and with God’s 
help WE WILL!” 

Soon the battle will be over and the 
smoke will clear away and we'll stack 
our arms and leave this old world and 
go shouting home to God and then we 
will be glad “we've stayed on the firing 
line.””

These 
both were cast into the lake of fire burn- 
ing with brimstone,” Rev. 19:20. It is 
here that we find them one thousand 
years later when che devil is given over 
to the fire. 


After the casting »f Antichrist :nto 
the fire 1 can imagine the old devil 
sneaking otf to hide himseli, but John 
the Revelator telis us, “And I saw an 
angel come down from heaven, having the 
key of the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. And he laid hold upon 
the dragon, that old serpent, which is the 
Devil, and Satan, and bound him a 
thousand years, And cast him into the 
bottomless pit, and skut him up, and set 
a seal upon him, that he should deceive 
the nations no more, till the thousand 
years be fulfilied,” Rev. 20:1-3. 

And then referring again to the words 
of Christ, ‘“‘And before him shail be 
gathered all nations: and he shall sepa- 
rate them one from another, as a shep- 
herd divideth his sheep trom the goats: 
And he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on rhe left,” Mart. 
25:32, 33. Here we are made to under- 
stand that there is to be a judgment of 
nations and those nations who have be- 
friended the cause of Christ and are thén 
in existence shall be classed as sheep na- 
tions. These are permitted to enter into 
Christ’s kingdom and the goat nations are 
those who are enemies of Christ and who 
have and will legally close the door to 
the gospel within their borders. Russia is 
a fair example and there are others who 
are following and will follow her. At the 
conclusion of the judgment Christ will, 
no doubt, ascend His throne and crown 
as kings those who are to be kings, and 
appoint to His order of service every 
priest, for the saints are to rule with 
Him. Please read Rev. 2:26, 27; 5:8, 10; 
Dan, 7:18; 7:26, 27. That will indeed be 
a wonderful time. Through a close study 
of the Scriptures on this subject it seems 
evident that the principle of sin which 
has caused all the suffering and trouble 
of the world and mankind, shall be bound 
with the devil as he is the author of it 
all. Even the animal kingdom shall revert 
back to the nature they possessed in the 
garden of Eden and they shall be at peace 
with one another. “The wolf also shall 
dwell with the lamb, and the leopard 
shall iie down with the kid; and the calt 
and the young lion and the fatling to- 
gether; and a little child shall lead them. 
And the cow and the bear shall feed; 
their young ones shall lie down together: 
and the lion shall eat straw like the ox. 
And the sucking child shall play on the 
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hole of the asp, and the weaned child 
put his hand on the cockatrice’ den. They 
shall nog hurt or destroy in all my holy 
mountain: for the earth shall be full of 
the knowledge of the Lord, as the waters 
cover the sea,” Isa. 11:6-9. 

“Very strange,” you will say, but how 
wonderful to be permitted to live in this 
kingdom where nothing hurts or destroys! 
Try to think or picture in your mind a 
group of little lambs in the field with a 
pack of wolves. The wolf now is de- 
structive to the sheep grower but then 
the shepherd wil! not need to worry 
about him. Picture the old lion that now 
slays other animals in the kingdom age 
eating grass and purring like an old house 
cat; the leopard known for his mean- 
ness lying down with the young kid. Is it 
not a wonderful picture!

FAITH COMETH BY 
HEARING

Many think rhat faith js something 
like lightning that strikes people and if 
it does not strike that is an excuse for 
not believing. But faith cometh by hear- 
ing and hearing by the Word of God and 
we cannot expect to have it if we will 
not believe the Bible. What we really 
need today is a revival of respect for 
the Word of God—the “thus saith the 
Lord.” For not to mix respect (God said 
it and it is so) with the Word is not 
only not to profit by it but to make God 
a Jiar. 

Like the people of Nazareth who 
would not believe the Bible when Jesus 
read it to them and then expected Him 
to do mighty works, there are altogether 
too many today who will not believe 
James 5:14 and the other promises on 
healing and then expect someone with 
that gift to come along and heal them.

This is also why it 
is not always the amount of the Word 
that we read (or eat) that does us good 
but as with natural food it is the amount 
that we assimilate or digest. Most people 
are suffering from spiritual indigestion. 
They have filled their heads with a lot of 
prophecy about signs of the times, etc., 
and some of them have not even cashed 
John 3:16, let alone James 5:14 and Acts 
2:16, 17, and even for “wise virgins” 
who have “oil in their lamps” there arz 
scores of practical promises to cash such 
as “these signs shall follow them that 
believe;” “Out of your innermost being 
shall flow rivers of living water;” “The 
work that I do shall ye do, and greater 
works for I go to the Father.” 
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Compared to the early Church, we are 
like children splashing on the seashore in 
water up to their ankles when there are 
“waters to swim in” and a broad ocean 
bosom to carry shiploads of blessings to 
suffering humanity.
